The instant invention is deemed by a novel improvement in ice abatement of 
wind turbines. It is not known in the art of wind turbines to utilize the generator as a 
motor and adjusting the pitch of the blades such that icing occurs in areas of the blades 
where an ice abatement means is provided. U.S. Patent No. 7,042,109 breifly notes 
that a wind turbine generator can be used as a motor for low speed startup (column 20, 
lines 21-24) and U.S. Patent No. 6,890,152 discloses an ice abatement means along 
the leading edge of a wind turbine blade,. However, it would not have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combined the 
teaching of U.S. Patent No. 7,042,109 and U.S. Patent No. 6,890,152 to yield the 
method as claimed. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The published patent application of Wobben discloses a 
water/ice repellant coating for use on wind turbine blades.
